excess of moisture, and plants thrive in them to perfection.

A—The earth receiver. C—The reservoir for water, which is filled through apertures, as 
shown in the cut. B—Tube connecting the earth receiver with the reservoir. This tube is packed 
with moss or sponge, through which the moisture is drawn up into the earth by capillary attraction. 


The reservoir principle makes these vases very desirable for use in cemeteries, 
or other places where they cannot be frequently watered. It is found by experience 
that the earth is kept moist and in good condition for a period of ten to fifteen days, 
without re-supplying the reservoir. 

All our vases can be painted in the various shades of colors, but parties order- 
ing ‘‘light blue,” ‘dark green,”’ “bronze green,” etc., are expected to accept our 
judgment, within reasonable limits, as to exact shade used. 


Also bear in mind that when special colors are wanted there will often be a 


delay of three or four days in making shipments.
